New York, Jan. 27.—[Special. }—Annourice- 
ment was made tonight that Heinrich Con- 
ried, through members of his executive com- 
mittee, would accede to the demand of the 
Metropolitan Opera and Real Estate com- 
pany and withdraw the Strauss-Wilde music 
drama, Salome.“ from the stage unless 
the protesting directors change their atti- 
tude toward the work. That attitude, as 
expressed in a letter. to Mr. Conried on 
Friday, was that the further production of 
Salome would be detrimental to the best 
interests of the Metropolitan Opera house. 

The main objection pointed out was the 
scene in the last act, where Salome kisses 
and caresses the severed head of John the 
BAptist, while she sings passionately to his 
dead eyes. 


Give In to Directors’ Protest. 

Before the decision of Mr. Conried and his 
executive committee to consent to a with- 
drawal of the opera, it was intimated that 
tout resistance would be made to the de- 
mand of the real estate directors, headed by 
G. G. Haven, president of the company. It 
was said by a representative of Mr. Conried 
that some concession might be made in the 
way of modifying the scene that had raised 
guch a storm, but that he would not consent 
to taking off the opera. 

Mr. Conried’s health, as well as the power- 
ful forces behind the demand to withdraw 
“Salome,” made the condition of a pros- 
pective conflict too unequal. Although denial 
is made by his friends, it is a fact that Mr. 
Conried is an extremely sick man. 

An effort was made to hold a joint meeting 
with the real estate company’s directors, but 
Mr. Haven had been unable to get his men to- 
gether. He telephoned and telegraphed in 
many directions, but the best he could do was

Conried Too Ill to Fight. 
The man on the spot managing the Metro- 
politan opera house for some time has been 
Ernest Goerlits, Mr. Conried from his home, 
however, has kept.

It was decided tonight, Mr. Conried's rep- 
resentative said, to prepare a statement, to 
be presented to Mr. Haven in the morning. 
This was in part a request that Mr. Haven 
to call a meeting of his directors and inform 
them that if they really wanted Salome” 
withdrawn it would be done without further 
question. 

The statement will point out that, in the 
opinion of the Conried directors, any con- 
demnation of the opera on moral grounds is 
wrong; that it la a great work of art, pro- 
duced in a worthy manner after many weeks 
of devoted preparation. There had been no 
resentment against any part of it by the 
public; there was nothing to resent. Never- 
theless, it will be said, the Conried directors 
do not wish to engage in a conflict, and rather 
than do so they consent to taking offt Sa- 
lome,“ although convinced that it isan opera 
the people of New York ought to have an op- 
portunity to enjoy. 


Would Not Tone Down Horror. 

The statement will add that the Conried 
directors would not consent to any change 
that might mar the symmetry of the com- 
poser’s or librettist’s worka They would 
not object to covering the bleeding head 
that had given so much offense, but more 
than that they would not agree to do in 
justice to the author. 

The Conried directors refused to express 
an opinion as to the probable outcome of 
their acquiescence in the wishes of the real 
estate company’s directors. It was under- 
stood, however, that their action means vir- 
tually that Salome has been produced in 
the Metropolitan opera house for the last 
time 

Mr. Conried . a contract with Richard 
Strauss to give ten performances of the 
opera. It was said tonight that no embar- 
rassment would result because of this obliga- 
tion. “ Salome has been booked for several 
performances in other cities, all of which 
were in addition to the ten counted upon to be 
given at the Metropolitan. It means more 
representations of the opera out of town. 

That Conried and his lieutenants expected 
to continue the performances of Salome 
was evidenced today by the fact that when 
the box office opened for the sale of tickets 
for tonight's concert, seats could also be 
purchased for Salome,“ scheduled for 
Thursday next at 11:30 a. m. 


Few Operas Free from Immorality. 

While the Conried directors were holding 
their meeting today Mr. Meltzer was ex- 
pressing his opinion as to what he Ps 
to be the solution of the problem. He nt 
a solution that would make it possible to 
go on with the performances of Salome.“ 
He said he thought the elimination of the 
gory head of John the Baptist would be the 
keynote of harmony. He expressed wonder 
that Salome should have been singled 
out as a térrible example of immorality by 
certain moneyed patrons of the opera. 

„ These men, he continued, “have 80 
many important interests that they ha ve not 
had time to read the librettos of operas they 
have been seeing for years. If they were to 
read them now they would be surprised to 
know some things they have been applaud- 
ing. 

“The difference in their attitude toward 
‘Salome’ and other operas is this: The li- 
bretto of ‘Salome’ was sent each of the 
real estate company directors, and un- 
doubtedly they read it carefully; but the li- 
brettos of other operas they did not read. 
Cah we mention a single opera that is free 
ftom immoral suggestion? Why, immoral- 
ity runs through all of them. Grand opera 
from its inception has abounded in immoral

Saves One Child from Fire, but 
Is Unable to Rescue Second. 
FATALLY. BURNED. 


Gasoline Explosion May Cause Death 
of Mrs. Patrick Rice. 


One person is dead and two are perhaps 
fatally injured as the result of fires yester- 
day. Henry Eublin, 8 years old, was burned 
to death despite the heroic efforts of his 
mother, who rescued her older son, but was 
unable to save both. Former Policeman 
Patrick Rice and his wife are in a hospital 
as the result of a gasoline explosion. There 
are fears for both their lives. 


The Dead.

Children Were in Bed. 

Mrs. Eulin and her eight children were 
in bed asleep when the fire was discovered 
about 11 o’clock by a watchman passing in 
the street. Mr. Eublin was not at home. 
The watchman, Frank Mottle, employed by 
the Illinois Vinegar company, across the 
street from the house, saw flames issuing 
from the upper story windows and the roof. 
He turned in an alarm and then went to warn 
the inmates of the house of their danger. 

He was unable to make his way through 
the flames and smoke on the inside until the 
arrival of the fire department, when Mottle, 
together with Capt: Thomas Elliott and 
Lieut. Edward Dick of truck company 14, 
placing ladders to the second floor windows, 
earried out Mrs. Eublin and all of the chil- 
dren except Henry and Jacob. 


Mother Returns for Children, 

When Mrs. Eublin, who had been overcome 
by the smoke, regained consciousness she 
missed the two boys, and with Capt. Elliot 
and Lieut. Dick went back into the burning 
house to search for them. Jacob was found 
in bed unconscious with the bed clothing on 
fire, and he was carried out by his mother. 
The firemen were unable to find. Henry, and 
when the mother had carried out Jacob she 
was unable to return. 

The flames had gained such headway that 
it was impossible to check them and the 
house was burned to the ground. 

Firemen and policemen searched in the 
ruins for the remains of the missing boy, but 
were unable to find any trace. 

Mrs: Eublin later was taken in the police 
ambulance to St. Bernard's hospital in a hys- 
terical condition, while the children, who 
were carried from the burning building in 
their night clothes, were cared for by neigh- 
bors. 

Eublin, who is employed in the packing 
plant

learn of the fire until after the house had 
been destroyed. 

Gasoline Stove Explodes. 

Mrs. Rice was trying to light a gasoline 
stove, when the, vapor ignited suddenly. 
Flames burst over Mrs. Rice from head 
to foot. Her husband, ill in bed in an ad- 
joining room, attempted to aid his wife, 
and Was himself badly burned. Neighbors 
werg called and extinguished the flames.

LEAVES $50,000 TO CHURCH 
IF SPIRIT IS MADE TRUSTEE. 


Kokomo, Ind., Man’s Bequest Made on 
Condition That He Be Allowed to Act 
on Board After Death.

Kokomo, Ind., Jan. F. - Probably the most 
peculiar will ever filed for probate in this 
state is that of the late George W. Deffen- 
baugh, who left the church of his faith 
$50,000 on condition that his spirit be elected 
a member of the board of trustees of the 
church and consulted at every meeting. 

The money is left to the Swedenborg church 
here. In his will Deffenbaugh also provided 
liberally for his wife and children. 

The will is a long involved document. It 
stipulates that Deffenbaugh shall be a mem- 
ber of the board of trustees after his death 
and shall be consulted in all things relating 
to the church. A plan for the government of 
the church is contained in the will. The 
trustees are to meet often and consult with 
Deffenbaugh’s spirit regarding détails. In 
the event that the trustees appointed by the 
will fail or refuse to act, then a convention 
of church members is to be held; and they 
are to select a board of trustees and proceed 
as though the parties selected had accepted 
the trust. Children of Deffenbaugh are con 
testing the will on the ground that their 
father was insane.

TO PUT SNOW ON DEAD MAN.

Californians Unable to Pay Funeral 
Expenses Adopt Unique Plan to Pre- 
serve Friend’s Body. 


Santa Barbara, Cal., Jan. 27.—[{Special.J— 
Climbing a mountain dally to throw fresh 
snow on the body of a former school- 
mate in order to keep the corpse preserved 
for interment is the loving task which for 
weeks Edward Schooley and his wife have 
performed in Inyo county, The body is that 
of Raymond Kelly, who, in a recent moun- 
tain storm, died from exposure near a min- 
ing claim at the summit. 

Schooley and his wife were unable to raise 
$250, the sum demanded to remove the body 
to Santa Barbara in the winter time, so they 
determined to keep it as long as they could in 
the high altitude, and a friendly undertaker 
promised to go to the spot in February.

UNUSUAL TRIBUTE BY POPE. 


Vatican Sings Te Deum in Honor of 
Germany’s Ruler. 


[BY CABL® TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, Jan. 27.—All Beriin, it seemed, 
joined today and tonight in celebrating the 
kaiser’s birthday. The demonstrations took 
on added enthusiasm on account of the 
kaiser’s remarkable political victory in the 
election of a new reichstag. 

In recognition of the popular approval of 
the imperial policy by the electorate the 
kaiser foday issued an ordinance that hence- 
forth penalties for lese majesty will only be 
inflicted upon those persons who commit the 
offense with premeditation and evil intent, 
and not upon those who do it through ignor- 
ance or thoughtleseness. 


Pope Confers Unusual Honor. 

Coincident with the demonstration here 
word was received of an impressive celebra- 
tion at Rome in honor of the kaiser's birth- 
day. A number of cardinals and diplomats 
were present. The ceremony was authorized 
by the Vatican, and was the first occasion of 
such a celebration in honor ofa Protestant 
monarch. 

As indicating the imperial policy indofsed 
at the polls the significant announcement is 
made that Germany shorty will have in 
readiness five shipbuilding yards capable of 
bullding battleships of over 18.000 tons. Slips 
will be built at Kiel with a view to construct- 
ing warships of 25,000 tons and 780 feet in 
length. 

All Berlin Rejoices. 

Wherever the Kaiser appeared today he was 
greeted with Hochs and hurrahs such as 
he has not experienced for years. The illu- 
mination of the city tonight was sotabie. 
Unter den Linden was ablaze with elaborate 
multi-colored electrical displays. 

Fifty thousand people waited in the fall- 
ing snow in the neighborhood of the palace 
in order to see the guests going to the big 
birthday dinner and afterwards cheer the 
kaiser as he drove to the opera. 21.

SERVIA’S HATED PRINCE 
ESCAPES AN ASSASSIN. 


Explosion of Powder and Gun Cart- 
ridge in Royal Fledgling’s Room 
Shakes Palace. 


BELGRADE, Servia, Jan. 27.—All Belgrade 
is talking of what may have been an attempt 
to kill the hated crown prince of Servia Sat- 
urday night. 

A mysterious explosion shook the palace 
and many windows of the builaing were 
shattered. The explosion was in the wing in 
which the crown prince's apartments are 
located. 

The official explanation is that the ex- 
plosion resulted from leaving a quantity of 
gunpowder and cartridges too near a stove 
in the private apartments of the crown prince. 
Nobody was injured.

CREW OF TUG RESCUED AFTER 
LONG BATTLE WITH LAKE ERIE. 


With Hole Stove in Bow, Vessel Fights 
Against Seas—Men Almost Perish 
with Cold. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 27.—With a huge hole 
knocked in its bow and partially filled with 
water, the tug Alva B. was safely beachedat 
the mouth of the Cuyahoga river today and 


after a harrowing experience, extending over 
a period of more than twenty-four hours. 
The Alva left Erie, Pa., early yesterday 
morning.

WILLIAM SHERMAN, OF WEALTHY 
PARENTS, IN JAIL. 


Saye He Cannot Remember Misde- 
meanors Charged to Him—Father 
Said to Be St. Louis Manufacturer 
Tells Police Physicians Will Prove 
His Dementia—Accused of Stealing 
Cash and Goods of Montgomery 
Ward & Co. and ther Firms. 


Although the police claim to have con- 
clusive evidence that William I. Sherman, 
son of a St. Louis millionaire and f mer 
church organist, is guilty of having defraud- 
ed at least five large business concerns out 
of considerable money and property, in as 
many different ways, and is an all around 
expert thief, Sherman declares surprise at 
the allegations, and that if he has commit- 
ted the peculations he should not be prose- 
cuted because at times he is not responsible 
for his actions. 

Sherman, who is 19 years old, has sum- 
moned his father, mother, and a number of 
influential friends and physicians from St. 
Louis to prove that his defense is tenable.

on a charge of defrauding Montgomery 
Ward & Co. He was employed at Montgom- 
ery Ward's until about three weeks ago, 
when his misconduct was first observed. 


Wide Range of Charges. 

It is since Detectives Howe and McCarthy 
of the Harrison street station took up the 
case that the wide range of charges against 
the young man have been discovered.

The 
doctor’s wife changed the story of the shoot- 
ing she had given to Inspectof Sehmitt- 
berger’s detectives. Nathan Randoiph, Dr. 
‘Townsend's coachman, added a new version 
also to the story of the events following the 
assault on the doctor by a masked man. 


Mrs. Townsend Revises Story. 

William R. Janeway, nephew of the mur- 
dered doctor, acting as spokesman for Mrs. 
Townsend, gave this version: 

„Mrs. Townsend says she was awakened 
by hearing the voice of a man who was 
standing by the bedside at the elbow of Dr. 
Townsend. She heard him say just two 
words—’ Get up!’ 

“As soon as he had said that he began 
firing at the doctor, who was trying to rise 
from bed. He fired two shots and then hur- 
ried out of the room. 

Mrs. Townsend says she was mistaken 
yesterday when she said that there was a 
light in the hall and that she could see the 
man in that light. There was no light in 
the hall. It was by the light of a match he 
held lighted in his hand that she saw him 
draw his revolver and shoot. 

She is sure he wore a peaked cap with 
the visor drawn down over his eyes and that 
he had tied under his nose a blue handker- 
chief with a white dot pattern. She did not 
natice whether or not the man spoke with 
a foreign accent, nor could she recognize 
the voice if she were to hear it 1 He 
sald only those two words.“

Who Felt Quake: 


This version of the shooting differs mate- 
rially from the final revised story Mrs.

COUPLE EMBRACE, THEN GOTO 
DEATH UNDER ELECTRIC TRAIN.

Unknown Man and Woman Commit 
Suicide with Farewell Kiss on Their 
Lips—His Body Into Creek. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 27.—[Special.]—An 
unknown man and woman clasped each other 
in a last embrace on a high bridge, kissed, 
and then turned to meet death under the 
wheele of an oncoming electric train be- 
tween Camden and Gloucester City this 
morning. It i believed they sought death 
because of a suicide compact. 

Both were well dressed. The man was 
thrown into a stream below the high trestle 
on which they stood. If mot killed by the 
trolley he undoubtedly was drowned while 
unconscious. 

The woman was killed by a fracture of her 
skull. She was thrown to one side of the 
bridge. 

As the train approached Newton creek 
bridge, a few miles from Camden, Motorman 
Bruden saw a man and a woman on the track. 
He blew his whistle, but the couple made no 
move to escape, and the motorman could not 
get the train under control before it struck 
them. 

Motorman Bruden is positive that the cou- 
ple had every chance to step out of the way 
of the train. 

The bridge on which the couple met death 
is about half way between this city and 
Gloucester, and is used only by the electric 
cars. A few yards away is a footbridge over 
Newton creek so that it was not necessary 
for the couple to cross the railroad bridge 
to get over the stream. 

Motorman Bruden is not able to give a de- 
scription of the man who was killed. 

The couple had not been seen by any one 
in the neighborhood. The authorities have 
not been able to trace them prior to the 
moment they appeared before Motorman 
Bruden on the bridge. 

The woman's body was brought to the 
morgue. She was about 25 years old, 5 feet 
tall, dnd weighed about 125 pounds. She was 
dressed in a red plaid suit and wore a fur 
boa and a black velvet hat with a long 
optrich feather. On her left hand was a plain 
gold wedding ring.

“BAT” NELSON TO RESCUE 


PUGILIST JOINS HANDS WITH LON- 
DON MUSIC HALL STRIKERS. 


Decides He Will Not Appear Under 
Any Conditions at One of Halls Af- 
fected by Trouble—Unless Strike Is 
Settled He Stands to Lose $25,000 
Under Contract with Holborn Em- 
pire—Enthusiastic Meeting Held at 
Surrey Theater.

LONDON, Jan. 27.—Batling Nelson, the 
pugilist, has joined hands with the striking 
music hall employés. He is under contract 
to appear at the Holborn Empire, one of the 
halls affected by the strike. He receives 
$1,250 weekly. Tonight he decided that he 
would not, under any conditions, appear in 
this hall or any other affected by the strike. 

Unless the strike is settled he will lose $25,- 
000, and he is liable under the terms of his 
contract to pay a forfeit in an equal amount, 
Nelson says he would rather sacrifice any 
amount of money then be termed a scab. 
The Holborn Empire has extensively adver- 
tised Nelson's engagement in enormous post- 
ers stating: 

Held in reserve for a strike—Batling Nel- 
son.“ 

Big Meeting of Strikers. 

Surrey theater, on the south side of the 
Thames, was crowded this evening with 
3,000 ardent music hall strikers. Speakers 
declared victory practically was theirs. The 
secretary of the federation announced he had 
a signed lease of the beautiful Scala theater 
in his pocket, and that the place of amuse- 
ment would be opened Thursday night with 
a program defying competition. If the strik- 
ers put on a performance that will include 
all the stars among them it will be unique. 
Never would the performers in one vaude- 
ville house be represented by such an enor- 
mous aggregate salary list. 


Salary List May Embarrass. 
One of the manager’s moves in the cam- 
paign has been to publish the salary lists 
of all highly paid performers. Hitherto the 
general public and authorities have been in- 
clined to think the statements of the numer- 
ous $1,000, $750, $500, and $250 weekly sal- 
aries were in the nature of advertisements. 
Now it is seen that even more and higher 
galaries of this nature have been paid than 
the public is aware of. 

The inland revenue department may be 
expected to come down on these wealthy 
song and dance artists for arrears in the 
income tax. It is reported the department 
already has demanded the immediate pay- 
ment of $17,500 by Marie Lloyd, backing the 
demand with the presence of the sheriffs’ 
officers. Miss Lloyd, it is said, had to hustle 
around to borrow $500 to make up a gum to 
meet the sudden demand.

Former Cuban President Believed to 
Want United States to Assume 
the Control of Cuba.

MANZANILLO, Cuba, Jan. 27.—The per- 

sistent silence on Cuban affairs maintained 
by former President Palma since his res- 
ignation was broken today, when, in his 
retreat on the banks of the Cauto river, he 
explained his motives in retiring from the 
presidency and his views of the present 
duty of Americans. It is evident that, al- 
though Palma avoids the word “ protect- 
orate,” he strongly approves of the thing 
itself. 

„When I left this place in 1868 to engage 
in war, said Sefior Palma, my primary 
object was not independence but to throw 
off the Spanish yoke, to obtain permanent 
peace, security of life and property, and 
individual Überty, all of which was impos- 
sible while Cuba continued under Spanish 
rule. When, after long years of bloodshed 
and sacrifice, the Cuban people, with the 
aid of the United States, set up a republic, 
I thought turbulence was a thing of the 
past and a long era of happiness and pros- 

ty was ahead. 

8 With the millions in the treasury I could 
unquestionably have suppressed the revolu- 
tiom but in doing this I could not prevent 


the destruction of property or the shedding 


of Cuban blood by Cubans. It was to avert 
this calamity that I stood aside to permit 
the United States to exercise the right and 
duty it had assumed of preserving Cuban 
independence and protecting life, property, 
and individwal Hberty. 

“The United States has solemnly assumed 
the obligation to do this. The Americans 
are a moral people and will fulfill their obii- 


gations, I know.”

Wife and Daughter of Charles Edwards 
Relate Experiences in Stricken

“The Monday of the earthquake Mrs. 


Edwards had been ill and did not get up until | - 


after 3 o'clock, when the physician called to 
see her,” said Mr. Edwardes. “When. the shock 
came she was standing in the center of the 
room, my daughter was at the door, and the 
doctor was half way down the stairs, The only 
warning was a rumble like distant thunder, 
and then the earth began to shake. The parti- 
tion wall, against which was the bed on which 
my wife had been lying, fell, covering the bed 
with several hundred pounds of brick and 
mortar, and another wall, near which my 
wife was standing, also fell, but in the other 
direction. 

My daughter, who is athletic; carried her 
mother down the rickety stairs and out on to 
the lawn, where the other people of tha 
house had already ‘gathered. They staid 
there that night, venturing into the house 
only to get chairs and something to eat. 
The meals were cooked before an open fire. 
The next day my daughter secured bedding 
and they slept more comfortably, although 
still in the open. It was this day that Gov. 
Swettenham rode up to the house and told 
the people where they could get provisions if 
any were needed. My daughter said it looked 
rather incongruous in all that ruin to see a 
man dressed in an immaculate duck suit, 
but she declared the governor had worked 
like a beaver and was down in the ruins 
where the policemen were most of his time. 

By this time the desire to get away from 
the place possessed all save the natives and 
my daughter threaded her way through the 
ruins to the wharves. The sights which she 
saw on that journey, two days after the 
disaster, she says, will remain with her al- 
ways. Huge funeral pyres, consisting of 
heaps of coal with dead bodies on them, were 
everywhere, and many bodies were still un- 
discovered beneath the ruins. She was told- 
there was no set time for the arrival or de- 
parture of vessels, and the best thing to do 
would be to get to the wharf and be pre- 
pared to leave immediately. This was done, 
and, with their trunks, they reached the 
Hamburg-American wharf late that after- 
noon.

Says Criticisms of Attorneys Cannot 
Swerve Him from Performing Duty 
as He Sees It. 


Judge Peter 8. Grosscup declared yester- 
day that no one yet had succeeded in either 
frightening or abusing him Out of his duty 
as Ke saw it. 

This was the judge's reply to the criticism 
of his administration of the affairs of the 
Union Traction company, that formed con- 
‘siderable of the subject matter of a bill 
filed the day before in the interest of 
Jacob Bauer, a creditor, to stop the settle- 
ment of the traction question in the man- 
ner proposed by the present ordinances, and 
asking for the appointment of another 
judge. 

“I cannot say anything about the merits 
ok the bill, for I shall be asked to pass 
upon the cause, said the judge at his resi- 
dence in Highland Park. 

Henry Crawford and Charles H. Al- 
drich, the attorneys named in the petition, 
have had the same rights of hearing and 
will continue to have the same rights of 
hearing in my court that any other law- 
yers have, and they have the right to ex- 
pect that where they ask for what they 
are entitled to receive they will get it. But 
neither they nor any one else has yet suc- 
ceeded in either frightening or abusing me 
out of my duty as I see my duty.” 


Bill Wants Receivers Out. 

The bill asked for the removal of Receivers 
Henry A. Blair, James H. Eckels and Mar- 
shall E. Sampsell on the ground that they had 
gone down to New York and entered into 
private negotiations in the interest of the 
Chicago Railways company at the expense 
of the estate of the Union Traction company

“The Chicago Railways company,” said 
Judge Grosscup, is the instrumentality 
through which a reorganization of all the 
traction properties under the Union Traction 
company must be effected, and the receivers 
were simply acting in the interest of the 
stockholders. None of them has the slightest 
financial interest in the new corporation.“

Causes Smile. 


CATERS TO THE BOSSES. 


Man Who Boasts of Record En- 
ters Practical Politics; 
Busse Retires to Meditate. 


The democratic mayoralty contest has got 
to the point where it is evident the primary 
election will be an old fashioned rough and 
tumble scramble for delegates that will not 
even stop short of the convention floor itself.

I had the 
ones who can deliver. 


Brags About Deliverers. “ 

“Why, take the Thirty-fifth ward, for ex- 
ample. Every one knows that M. J. Collins 
delivers the Thirty-fifth. The Harrison peo- 
ple counted Collins at their meeting, but he 
was at mine-I talked with him myself. 

“Then, take the Fifteenth. Joe Straus, 
who always delivers the Fifteenth, was at 
my meeting. He's president of the ward 
club that indorsed me unanimously. John 
P. Tansey can deliver the delegates from 
that ward only when Straus helps him.” 

Straus is the temporary superintendent of 
horses on the fire department, for whose posi- 
tion a civil service eligible list has been 
posted for several weeks. Straus could be 
displaced at any time it is desired to make 
a permanent appointment to the position. 
But Mayor Dunne will see that nothing so 
unkind is done to Straus so long as there is 
a show of getting the delegates from the 
Fifteenth.

New Tork, Jan. 27.—[Special.]—The work 
of getting the additional five jurors necessary 
to fill the box in the trial of Harry K. Thaw 
for the murder of Stanford White will be 
continued tomorrow bufore Justice Fitz- 
gerald. 

There are ninety-nine talesmen out of a 
panel of 200 to be examined. On the basis 
of getting seven jurors out of half the panel 
the jury should be completed before the pane’ 
is exhausted, but it is noticeable in criminal 
cases that it is harder to get jurors after 
the first six have been selected. The general 
impression of the lawyers seems to be that 
the taking of testimony may not begin until 
Wednesday. 

Harry Thaw did not spend a pleasant day 
in the Tombs today, if his actions were any 
indication. When he got up in the morning 
he was cheerful enough, but after he looked 
at the morning papers he became sour. He 
would not talk to any one, and when it came 
time to attend the usual services of the 
Protestant Episcopal church, he stayed in his 
dell. It has been his custom to attend these 
services and several times he has joined inthe 


singing. 
Sulks in Cell All Day. 

Thaw has not neglected to take his regu- 
lar exercise with the other prisoners, but to- 
day declined to leave his cell at all. While 
the other prisoners were marching around 
the Tombs yard he watched them froma cell 
window. Later on reporters sent him a note 
asking how he felt and if he had anything 
to say, but he declined to make any answer. 
During the rest of the day he read magazines. 

There may have been several things that ac- 
counted for Thaw’s unpleasant frame of 
mind. For instance, it was stated with posi- 
tiveness by some of the papers that his de- 
fense would be that he killed White because 
he had progressive paresis, which, medical 
authorities say, is incurable and terminates 
in death. Thaw's personal idea is that he 
was justified In killing White, and, as he will 
go to trial with the proposition that he is 
sane now, but was insane at the time of the 
killing, there is only one explanation of the 
defense of paresis, and that is that he was 
cured when he killed White. Those who have 
talked with Thaw say that he objects much 
to the insanity talk. 

Story of Wife as Witness Angers. 

Another thing that may have annoyed 
Thaw was the publication of a story that his 
wife would be the first witness called by the 
district attorney. Of course, it wasn't true 
and there is some doubt as to whether his 
wife is competent to testify or can be com- 
pelled to testify against her husband, but he 
read all these things and it upset him.

TI SOFT COAL CONSPIRACY. 

The interstate commerce commission 
has fully uncovered the conspiracy of the 
eastern trunk lines engaged in the hauling 
of bituminous coal. A year ago the com- 
mission reached the conclusion that the 
most serious evils connected with the coal 
industry were associated with the bitu- 
minous side rather than the anthracite. 
So it set on foot an investigation of condi- 
tions in the territory bounded by the Oa- 
padian border, the Ohio river, the line of 
the Norfolk and Western railway, and the 
Atlantic ocean. Its report appears to be 
conclusive of the guilt of the railroad com- 
panies involved in violations of the anti- 


‘trust laws of the United States. 


The evidence shows that certain rail- 
road companies bought a controlling inter- 
est in other lines with the definite purpose 
of preventing the competition otherwise 
likely. This action was a distinct viola- 
tion of the anti-trust law. 

Concerted action in connection with 
freight rates contrary to law is alleged. 
It is estimated that for a single year a 
profit of $7,000,000 was secured from the 
‘Increased cost of transportation to the 
consumer. The evidence seems to show a 
definite plan for keeping up the price of 
coal at the mines, this also operating to 
raise the cost of hauling. 

It appears stil] further that there has 
been a division of territory arranged, one 
road agreeing not to receive or ship coul 


‘from the territory of another or carry it 


there. 

The report indicates that the courts will 
have a busy time trying the railroad vffi- 
cials Involved in this conspiracy in case 
the law officers of the government push 
things to a finish. It is a good time vo 
find out whether it Is possible to regulate 
the soft coal business a little for the pro- 
tection of the public. A few heavy penal- 
ties inflicted without fear or favor would 
have some effect. 


THE COST OF STATE RAILROADS. 

The Toronto Mail and Empire reveals 
some of the secrets of the juggling of ac- 
counts by which the dominion’s property, 
the Intencolonial railway, is made to show 
a profit, while in fact it is losing about a 
million dollars a year. The expedient 
adopted is simplicity itself. Money re- 
ceived is credited to the railway, while 
rails, locomotives, and cars are not 
charged up against the road, but paid for 
by the dominion. Almost any business 
would show a profit if service were the 
only expense and all purchases of material 
or supplies were made on the credit of 
another. 

In four years, according to the Toronto 
paper, there has been a loss of $4,000,000 
on the’ Intereolonial railway, although not 
one cent has been devoted to the payment 
of interest upon the investment. Al- 
though the earnings ‘of the Intercolonial 
are $1,205 per mile less than those of the 
Canadian Pacific the running expenses are 


| $1,901 per mile greater. The Intercolonia! 


earns $3,686 less per mile than the Grand 
Trunk, and its expenses are $310 greater. 
While the operation of each mile of the 
Canadian Pacific costs 68 per cent of its 
earnings per mile and the Grand. Trunk 
costs a fraction less, each mile of the In- 
tercolonial costs for operation 125 per 
cent of the earnings per mile. 

It is likely that the Intercolonial will 
show a worse balance sheet in the near 
future if the government plan of building 
a line parallel to a part of it at a cost of 
$20,000,000 to $30,000,000 is carried out. 
It is said that the projected line is not so 
much for the development of the country 
as for political reasons. The entire rail- 
way is treated as patronage and every 
politician on the right side is entitled to 
milk it.“ 

The railroads of the United States have 
not been free from improper connection 
with politicians, but after all they have 
usually been run to the best of the ability 
of the management for the benefit of the 
owners. The Intercolonial railway pre- 


gents a good illustration of what is to be 


expected when the politicians sustain their 
present relations to the railways and also 
claim to represent the owners in every- 
thing but the payment of the bills. The 
attempt to conceal the true state of things 
by ingenious bookkeeping shows that the 
Canadian politicians know that the public 
would not long tolerate state ownership 
and operation if it were known that the 
taxpayers have to pay for it a million a 
year which might be used to advantage 
elsewhere. Municipal ownership would be 
bad enough, but if every politician in the 
country “on the right side” had a hand 
in the management of the railroads of the 
United States the same result might be 
expected here. 


4A PROBLEM OF GREATNESS. 

It is probable that no one is to blame 
for the conditions which prevail im parts 
of the city where the water is standing 
in streets and yards and where cellars 
are flooded. The demands of an increas- 
ing population have carried the city far 
ahead of the improvements which are im- 
peratively needed. Adequate sewers, suf - 
ficient fire protection, frequent miail de- 
liveries, proper police. protection, good 
pavements, are all much slower than the 
opening of subdivisions and the building 
of cottages. 

Nature was not kind to Chicago. The 
city has arisen from a swamp. In the 
business portion and in many thick'y 
settled parts the evidences of old con- 
ditions have disappeared as streets have 
had their level raised, big sewers have 
been built, and proper precautions have 
been taken for preventing the flooding 
of basements. These did not come until 
after many years of endeavor when the 
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to live with moderate taxation to depk 


ments and there is every reason to-think 


possess their souls in patience, Other 
people are not enjoying the benefit of their 
taxes. One part has not been neglected 
to benefit another. The districts of the 
city where the floods have ceased and 


through the several stages which attend 
the normal development of a great city. 
Their property owners have paid for the 
‘street paving and the sewers and the 
other municipal improvements for which 
they, too, waited long with many er- 
pressions of discontent. 8 

If there is anything possible to be done 
to bring permanent relief that is within 
the reach of available funds, it should 
be accomplished at an early date. If 
railroads which have elevated their tracks 
have neglected to provide the proper cul- 
verts they should be compelled to make 
the defect good at the earliest moment. 
But a great deal of the trouble is due to 
the nature of the ground on which Chi- 
eago is built and such trouble cannot 
be avoided except by the slow improve- 
ments which attend increasing population 
and willingness on the part of owners to 
| pay for the public works by increased 
taxation. 


ABOLISHING THE GRAND JURY. 

The proposition of a Chicago repre- 
sentative in the general assemby that the 
grand jury be partly abolished is an old 
friend. It has made its appearance in 
previous general assemblies and will re- 
appear in future ones. The time which 
may be used in talking about it this year 
might be given to more profitable mat- 
ters. The trouble with the measure is 
that it is introduced from the wrong 
quarter. 

Until the country districts are ready to 


give up the time honored grand jury dis- 


content with it in the city will avail little. 
It is quite likely that the experience of the 
system in a large city like Chicago might 
show serious weaknesses. The proposi- 
tion to substitute the state’s attorney for 
the grand jury has something in its favor. 
The idea of a combination of two sys- 
tems by reserving the grand jury for spe- 
cial emergency cases is worth considera- 
tion. But the city experience and the 
country do not agree. 

The grand jury 10 a popular institution 
in the country districts, In the average 
county in the state service on the grand 
jury is pleasant and honorable. The local 
paper is always pleased when it is able 
to call attention to one of its patrons as 
a member. The little junket to the county 
seat thus afforded makes a break in the 
routine of life which is appreciated. In the 
main the activities of the grand jury are 
respected, something of the original idea 
of the institution remaining in the popu- 
lar mind. 

Under, such circumstances legislation 
against a long established bit of legal 
machinery is apt to fall. When the coun- 
try becomes fully aware of the defects of 
the machinery it will be possible to act. 
But that time is remote. It is another 
Mustration of the difficulties of state law 
making when conditions in one part of a 
commonwealth are so much different from 
those in another.

Lord Bristol has announced his intention to 
appeal to the higher courte in the case for 
the purpose of determining finally whether 
a decision rendered by a judge hundreds of 
years ago, without due cause or warrant, is 
to have statutory value in determining so 
important a question as the electoral fran- 
chise of a citizen. In this connection I may 


mention thet in 1699, in consequence of the 


earl of Manchester having voted in an ¢lec- 
tion for Malden, the house of commons 


passed a resolution to the effect that No 


peer of this kingdom hae any right to give 
his vote at the election of any member to 
serve in the house of commons.“ 

While the marquis may possibly be right in 
law, as far as his prerogatives as a member 
of the senate of the University of Cambridge 
are concerned, and the court of final appeal 
may cécide in his favor on the question of 
law, it is probable that in that event the uni- 
versities themselves would adopt some styps 
to amend tnelr bylaws in such a fashion us

Lord Bristol isan elderly peer who is lord 
Neutenant of Suffolk, hereditary high stew- 
ard of St. Edmund, and the head of the his- 
toric house of Hervey, which has played so 
conspicuous a role in the history of England 
for a number of centurfes past. It is needless 
to add that the Herveys were at the battle 
of Hastings, and that thev filled high offices 
in the reigns of Henry II., Hichorci Cœur us 
Lion, and King John. But what is perhaps 
of more interest to state is the fact that they 
have been in possession of Ickworth, the 
ancestral home of Lord Bristol, ever since the 
war of the roses, the propertv having been 
brought into the family through the marriage 
ot Thomas Hervey to the sole child and 
heiress of Henry Drury of Ickworth in the 
reign of King Henry VL 

— 

Ickworth is an immense but not altogether 
beautiful place. In fact; the eccentricity of 
itu design bears eloquent evidence of the 
fact that it was planned by an amateur 
architect—namely: the fourth Earl Bristol, 
bishop of Derry. Its principal feature is a 
huge rotunda, in which are situated the 
principal rooms, each of course shaped in the 
segment of a circle. The top of the central 
dome is 150 feet from the ground, and the 
lofty cupola renders the place a landmark 
for many a mile around. The mansion stands 
in a grand old park of about 2.000 acres, 
heavily wooded with trees many hundreds 
of years old, andamong the art treasures that 
adorn the walls of the dining room are two 
famous masterpieces of Velasquez.

One of the best known members of the 


Hervey family in the past was that Lord 
Hervey who was the favorite of Queen Caro- 
line, consort of George II., and the bé@te noir 
of Pepe, who made him the object of some of 
his most savage attacks in verse. Lord 
Hervey, who, to overcome his extraordinary 
pallor, used to pafnt, went by the name of 
Lord Fanny,” and Pope, referring to Lord 
Hervey's verses, wrote: 
The lines are weak, and others please to say 
Lord Fanny sping a thousand such a day. 
Lord Hervey printed an anonymous reply, 
whereupon Pope rose in his wildest wrath, 
applying to Lord Hervey the infamous name 
of Sporus, as follows: 
What, that * of silk? 
Sporus, that mere white curd of ass’ milk? 
This bug with gilded wings, 
This painted child of dirt 
That stinks and sings, 
Whose buzz the witty and the fair annoys, 
Yet wit neer tastes

It was Augustus Hervey, third Lord Bris- 
tol, whose wife was tried by the house of 
lords for bigamy, and found guilty. But on 
pleading the privilege of the peerage, the 
punishment of branding the hand and of im- 
prisonment was remitted, and she was let off 
with the mere payment of the fees of the 
case, from which it would appear that the

The result was seen the moment a softer 
number was reached after such a display of 
force. The voice did not respond, and its 
quality was impaired. There is a warning

As for the predominantly German char- 
acter of the program—or rather of the lan- 
guage used—no fault probably can be found 
with Mr. Hamlin personally on this score. 


He but follows the absurd fashion Which 


America’s cowardly concert going public per- 
mits to exist. It is afraid to demand English 
from our singers, and these singers are 
afraid to offer it. Many of the songs Mr. 
Hamlin gave yesterday just as well could 
have been sung in English as in German, 
for adequate and well fitted texts are obtain- 
able or could be secured. But instead he 
sang German—and gang it well—and the au- 
dience sat with its eyes glued to a printed 
sheet containing literal translations of the 
songs. 

The whole proceeding 1s ridiculous, and4t 
is just such singérs as Mr. Hamlin who have 
established themselves and who have dem- 
onstrated repeatedly their ability to sing in 
German and French who should undertake 
the reforming of our recital programs and 
who could accomplish that reform. Let such 
singers begin to use English wherever a rea- 
sonably satisfactory translation is. obtain- 
able and the small fry soon will follow suit. 
Mr. Hamlin would not think of giving a re- 
cital in Berlin four-fifths of which was in 
English or French. He sings there the lan- 
guage which the public understands. Are 
not his own people worthy of as much con- 
sideration at his hands?

The program contained much that was 
interesting and nothing that was not worthy. 
A first group consisting of an old German 
Song of Joy by Corner, a recitative and 
aria from a Bach cantata, and an aria from 
Handel’s ‘‘ Cecilian Ode showed the new 
robust style Mr. Hamlin has acquired and 
ushered in the concert effectively. Then 
came Schubert and Schumann, the former 
being represented by his littl known but 
exquisite “At Sunset and Impatience, 
both of which were given with excellent un- 
derstanding, and the latter by his loveliest of 
night songs Moonlight and his Spring- 
time Night.“ To these were added the Schu- 
mann Prowence Song.“ 

Then came a group of five songs by Hugo 
Wolf and two by Brahms. The Wolf songs 
were all of the smaller kind, but most of them 


beautiful in the Wolflan style and all of them 


interesting. The plano parts are often the 
more important Half, and these were admir- 
ably cared for by Mr. Schneider. The group 
showed all of the singer’s merits in the way 
of intelligent interpretation, clear diction, 
and understanding of what produces effect 
on the public. The last group contained two 
German, one Norwegian, and four English 
songs, but I was unable to hear it owing to 
the Lhevinne concert.

The proposed law refuses the second class 
rate to periodical publications consisting 
wholly or substantially: of fiction. 

With each issue of a newspaper or other 
periodical, the proposed bill provides the 
publisher may mail at the second class rate 
of postage samples of such issue, but not 
to exceed 10 per cent of the total number 
of copies of each issue mailed by him to 
actual subscribers, as the same appears by 
a sworn statement of such issue required to 
be submitted to the postmaster at the office 
of malling.“ 

The appointment of a postal appeals com- 
mission is provided for, to consist of three 
members, at least one of whom shall be a 
person who has had actual experience in the 
publishing business,’ and one who shall be 
a member of ten years’ standing of the bar 
of the highest court of some state or ter- 
ritory or the District of Columbia. The com- 
mission is to enter upon its duties on the 
first of next July. 

This commission is to hear and decide the 
appeal of any proprietor or publisher of a

METAL AS SHIP BALLAST. 


Enormous Quantities Hidden 
Away by Mine Owners to Keep 
Price at High Level. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 27.—Government 
investigation of an alleged trust in copper 
Is expected to be the outcome of several com- 
munications recently received by Attorney 
General Bonaparte. 

The latest of these communications is the 
foliowing letter, received by the attorney 
general from James Noroton, president of 
the Northeastern Metal Dealers’ associa 
tion: 


+ Referring to our telegram to you respecting the 


combination of copper interests in this country, 
I beg to 7 en ee which 
we are prepared to prove: 

That the copper trust, so-called, has created an 
artificial scarcity of copper by storing it in large 
quantities at Butte, Mont.; Hoboken, N. J.; Perth 
Amboy, N. J.; Bayonne, N. J.; Bisbee, Ariz.; 
Cananea, Mexico; Houghton, Mieh.; and other 
places known to our association, and refusing to 
sell it except in small quantities. 

That there is now stored at Perth Amboy 8,000 
tone of refined copper, and that all intending pur- 
yohasers are told that the suupply has been ex- 
 hausted, 

That there are 1,700 tons of copper at Hoboken 
and that seals were placed on the storehouse there 
on Oct. 18 last and have not since been broken. 

That there are stored in similar manner at Butte, 
Mont., 9,000 tons; at Bisbee 3,000 tons, and 7,500 
tons at Cananea and Houghton, Mich. 

That the steamer Hindustan, Capt. Rallton, on 
Oct. 20 last sailed for South Africa with 1,000 tons 
of copper ballast, with no orders for its delivery 
in any port of South Africa, and that the Hindustan 
returned to the port of New York on or about 
Dec. 29, still carrying the 1,000 tone of copper as 
ballast, and that Capt. Rallton, on seeking orders 


tor the delivery of the copper, received orders the 


next day to continue the 1,000 tohs of copper as 
ballast. The Hindustan sailed subsequently fora 
South American port, still without orders for the 
delivery of the copper. His affidavit reciting the 
above facts is inclosed. 

We submit that the present danger to the trade 
is not so much the high price of copper as is the 
fear that the price, being held at an artificial 
height, may be lowered suddenly, should the copper 
combination succeed in selling its stored up product 
at the present quotation. 

President Noroton said that he would come 
to Washington tomorrow or Tuesday to see 
the president and attorney general Bona- 
parte with reference to the matter. 


Bonaparte to Make Inquiry. 

Baltimore, Md., Jan. 27.—[{Special.]—At- 
torney General Bonaparte, who is in the 
city, was asked tonight about the letter 
sent to him by the Northeastern Metal Deal- 
ers’ assotiation formed in New York to pro- 
tect small dealers from the combination of 
leading copper concerns. He said the let- 
ter was in his office in Washington awaiting 
his retyrn theze tomorrow. 

“YT can say,“ said the attorney general, 
“that it will receive due attention. Al- 
though the public is not aware of the fact, 
communications are often received by the 
department of justice calling attention to 
some alleged combination which is at- 
tempting to get control of the output of some 


commodity. 

„As for this ‘alleged’ copper combine, 
I know nothing whatever about it, nor have 
I any means of knowing until the letter from 
the organization is placed in my hands. If 
circumstances justify taking the matter up 
an investigation speedily will be made.“

The scrip will be kept locked tightly in a 
safety deposit box in one of the banks of the 
city until offered in evidence against the 
treasurers and their bondsmen. 


Hope to Prove Signature. 


When the school board safe was blown open | 
several weeks ago and what was thought 


to be all of the Dougherty forged scrip stolen, 


there was consternation in the camp of the 


school board. The prosecution’ had been 


based largely upon the signatures of the 


former superintendent of schools. It was ex- 
pected to prove his signature in court, and in 
this manner gain judgment against him. 
With success in such proceedings they ex- 
pected to be able to proceed with liens against 
the property $f the other members of the 
Dougherty family and his relatives. 


Gave Property to Relatives. 


It is known that Dougherty gave a large 
amount of his property to his sons and 


daughter and members of his wife's fam 


ily. It was first necessary to get judgment 
against him before they could do anything 
to recover the property which he had trans- 
ferred. 

It was by the merest chance that the 
forged scrip was discovered. It was sup- 
posed that all of this had been placed to- 
gether and locked in the school board safe, 
which was looted, supposedly by friends 
of the Dougherty family, seeking to pre- 
vent investigation.

The fuel famine in Gage Park caused many 
ot the citizens to take strenuous action yes- 
terday in order to open the streets for traffic. 
They spent the entire day digging the ice 
of the streets, 


perhaps weeks—by the flood that we know 
is coming when the thaw setedn made it 
necessary for us to do something,“ said J. J. 
Reiter, secretary of the Gage Park Improve- 
ment association. For a week not a wagon 
has been on the streets. Nearly all the resi- 
dents who ran out of coal had to haul it on 
sleds from the coal yards. The commonest 
way has been to carry it in a tub on the top 
ot a led. Even this will be impossible when 
the thaw comes. 


To Establish Fuel Stations. 

Thirty men worked most of the day as vol- 
unteers. They cleared the ice off Fifty. 
fourth street for three blocks west from 
Western avenue. One coal supply is at 
Western avenue and Fifty-fourth street. 
The plan is to establish other coal supplies 
within the district so that residents will not 
have to haul the coal go far. It is impossible 
for a loaded wagon to be drawn on the ice, 
which is about six inches thick. As the water 
has drained out from under the ice it is left 
unsupported from six inches to two or three 
feet above the streets. 


Know City Delay; So Work. 
Fred Meyer, 5340 Artesian avenue, was 
chosen captain of the workers. Saws, axea, 
and picks were used. In great ungainly 
blocks the ice cut out was stacked up in a 
bulwark along the edge of the street. An 
appeal to the city to assist in the work will 
be made. In the meantime, however, being 
cognizant of the city’s dilatory response to 
their requests for aid, the citizens are taking 
the matter in their own hands. 

Some of the men who spent their day of 
rest at hard labor to remove the ice were 
Joseph Mathy, John Burns, R. N. Schultz,

Hehl. 

It's great sport as far as skating goes, 
aid Mr. Reiter, but the grown folks are 
worrying a good deal about the thaw that 
is bound to come.

“Insanity 18 increasing in Illinois in the 
number cared for in public institutions at the 
rate of 817 a year,” W. C. Graves, secretary 
of the state board of charities, said in an ad- 
dress yesterday to the codperative class of 
the First Congregational church, Evanston, 
on “ Needs and Conditions of State Chari- 
table Institutions.” 

„Every state hospital for the insane,” he 
added, “is so overcrowded that within six 
months it will be necessary to return patients 
to county almehouses. Therefore, if the state 
is to care for those requiring it during the 
next two years, it must make provision for 
1,620 additional patients, excluding, those 
cared for by Cook county institutions.” 

He said the insane, the epileptic, and the 
consumptive patients can be better cared for 
by the state than by the separated counties, 
and added that the state is preparing to make 


better provision for those charges.

AVOID 4 LONG OCEA 
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STOCKS HAVE HEAVY DECLINE. 


Speculative Sentiment in New York 
Weak on Account of Mystery in 
Cause of Movement. 


{BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—[{Special.]—Stocks 
on the New York exchange declined heavily 
yesterday, touching a point lower than any 
which has been touched for several weeks, 
and the weakness in speculative sentiment 
was affected heavily by the fact that the 
motives of the selling movement were sur- 
rounded by mystery. 

There were frequent rallies, the most pro- 
nounced following directly upon the appear- 
ance of the bank statement, despite the 
weak showing made by that document, as 
only $3,246,400 of the expected $5,000,000 gain 
was shown and the surplus was reduced. 
These rallies were taken as an indication 
that short selling by bears was partly respon- 
sible for the weakness in the market. 

The loan increase was attributed largely 
to the taking up of railroad note issues, to 
which was added today $50,000,000 of one 
year notes by the Vanderbilt railroad com- 
panies. Reports from the bankers having 
in hand the sale of these notes of the eager- 
ness with which they were bought and the 
higher relative price they were bringing 
compared with recent issues had an influence 
on the stock market as a possible indication 
of a release of capitad for investment from 
the tied up condition which has threatened a 
check to enterprize. 

The report from Weeshington that the in- 
tended recall of government deposits from 
the national banks on Feb. 1 and afterwards 
was to apply only on the $12,000,000 deposited 
in December and not to the $30,000,000 which 
has been on deposit since last September cor- 
rected an apprehension felt yesterday of se- 
vere pressure during February on the money 
market from that cause. 

The market did not fully hold its rally and 
the closing tone was irregular. Total sales 
of bonde, par value, $1,036,000.

The export demand for 
wheat and flour is showing signe of picking 
up, although to date the business actually 
done has not come up to the expectations 
of the bulls: 


Foreign Situation Bullish. 


Foreigners apparently have not undertaken 
to disguise their apprehensiveness over the 
conditions in Argentina and in Russia and 
Germany. Harvesting results in the South 
American republic are said to be consider- 
ably more disappointing than were indicated 
earlier, and labor tfoubles there are militat- 
ing against freer shipments. Germany has 
been swept by chilling blasts, there being but 
little snow protection to the growing grain. 
Russia also has been in the grasp of weather 
unfavorable to movement, numerous ports 
being closed by ice. There has been talk of 
affording further relief to the famine stricken 
districts of the czar’s realm. 

More uneasinegs has sprung up among 
traders over the conditions in the American 
winter wheat sections. Temperatures have 
been low, with the tender plant but little 
protected by snow. In many sections the 
grain is under sheetings of ice, but some of 
the floor agrleulturists continue to insigt 
that the plant thrives under such conditions. 
Some authorities declare that alternate 
thaws and feezes can do the plant no good, to 
say the least. Stocks of wheat in the north- 
west are much lighter than those of the sim- 
Har time last year. The primary movement 
is showing far under that of a year ago, and 
the more enthusiastic bulls believe that the 
time js not far off when the umulations 
of the winter article will have to be drawn 
upon heavily to keep pace with the current 
demand unless the farmers get more grain 
into the markets. | 

Some of the most prominent traders in the 
market have expressed themselves as being 
bullish, one of them, recognized by many ae 
the leader of them all, believes that wheat 
could move up 10c and still be one of the 
country’s cheapest commodities. Much of 
the buying recently has been for big interests, 
and the action of these people has created 
a pronounced degree of uneasiness among 
the shorts, whose aggregate interests are 
admittedly large. 


Colder Weather Helps Corn Bears. 


As in wheat, the trade in corm was broader 
and more interesting last week. The earlier 
sessions were marked by support sufficient 
to give values a good boost, covering by 
shorts and new buying for investors being 
based largely upon the unfavorable weather 
conditions in the belt and continued unsatis- 
factory grading in the country. Advances 
of about Ic over the closing prices of the week 
before were registered in short order, but 
when the coldef weather arrived the market 
had a reaction. Cash houses indulged freely 
in selling on the belief that the drop in tem- 
peratures would result in a more liberal run 
of the grain to market, but all soft spots wit- 
nessed good buying. The week's movement 
from the country, however, was not large, 
and farmers in many directions showed little 
disposition to sell freely at the prevailing 
values, holding that they could get better 
results from feeding to their stock. Foreign 
‘markets displayed a firm undertone, largely 
on reports of serious damage in Argentina. 
There were suggestions of improvement in 
the export demand, but the advances served 
to check the actual buying for the other side. 
The car situation still is unfavorable, ship- 


pers declaring that business with the east 


would be much livelier if cars were more 
available. The final quotations of the week 
showed gains of , as compared to those 
of the preceding week. ‘ 


Oats Follow Other; Grains. 


While there was a fair volume 2 business 
in oats, the grain was not as active as re- 
cently. Barly in the week prices firmed up 
largely in sympathy with the improved 
tone in the more important cereals, but a 
slow reaction resulted in the later sessions. 
Bulls appeared to have none of their en- 
thusiasm, holding that natural conditions 
strongly favor a higher level. There was 
considerable profit taking at times, but all 
the softer spots witnessed good buying for 
interests that are lined up among the promi- 
nent longs. There was a steady good de- 
mand at the sample tables, but shippers were 
unable to do a great deal of business because 
of the scarcity of railway equipment. The 
run of grain to market was just about large 
enough to care for the current local consumip- 
tive demand. Final prices showed slightly 
firmer for May and July and a shade weaker 
for September, as compared to those of the 


week before. 
' Provisions Work Higher. 


Although at infrequent intervals hog 
products displayed suggestions of weakness, 
the provision market as a whole reached the 
week end with substantial advances over the 
final quotations of the previous week. While 
the public statements showed occasional com- 
parative increases in the hog movement west, 
the general showing was not as large as the 
bears had expected tne colder’ weather to 
witness. The general cash demand oon- 
tinued good, with stocks of the manufac- 
tured products far from burdensome. Profit 
taking was indulged in at times on a rather 
pretentious scale, but the weaker spots saw 
buying of an excellent character. The out- 
siders are said to be showing more interest 
in provisions than at any time in many 
SB ent — 
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Gossip on ’Change. 

Traders are ‘beginning to make predictions 
as to the amount. of wheat there will be in 
farmérs’ hands on March 1. Estimates vary 
greatly, but it seems to be generally con- 
ceeded that stocks in first hands would prob- 
ably exceed those of a year ago. One trader 
has figuréd out that the government wil!

largely in farmers’ hands, some 
students of the situation claiming that these 
supplies will exceed 80 per cent. | 
A marked impro in. the legitimate 
situation has had its effect on wheat prices, 
resulting in a broader‘ speculative. market 
and an appreciation in values of about 2c 
per bu,” said W. H. Lake. The steady ad- 
vance in prices at Liverpool, inereasing ex- 
ports, a light movement northwest, which 
from present indications will continue for 
the next sixty days, a vastly improved de- 
mand from millers; who ere reporting a much 
better inquiry for’ flour, uncertain weather 
at home and abroad, la troubles in Ar- 
gentina, and, finally, a decided improvement 
in the speculative trade, are all factors which, 
in gur opinion, will bring about much higher 
prices for our May wheat in the near future.“ 
We are buying much less corn at our 
stations In this state today than we have any 
day this last week,” said a cash mant The 
free selling by the country seems to be pretty 
well over.” : 

“It looks tq me as though we are going to 
have light r pts of oats,” said a cash oats 
broker. With this cold weather all the 
cars that can be obtained in the country will 
be loaded with corn. Receivers report light 
supply of oats in transit.“ 

John T. Sickel and Atwood Violett have 
posted their memberships for transfer. Lin- 
colm Pacey, William Werner, and Charles M. 
Clark have applied for membership. Mem- 
berships were quoted at about $1,950. 

Kansas City wheat stocks decreased 29,000 
bu last week.- Corn decreased 74,800 bu and 
oats 18,800 bu. . 

The export situation on wheat is not 
bullish,” seid a cash man ‘who has recently 
returned from the east. Many of the sales 
reported. this week were simply transfers 
from one house to another, and were not to 
fill orders from abroad. - The domestic flour 
trade is fair. A steady export business is 
being done in corn, and-I think eventually 
corn will sell higher. The country is selling 
moderately. Im oats the foreign situation. 
is not at present a factor, the market for 
the moment being wholly a domestic propo- 
sition.”’ 

The Michigan Central has served notice 
that it will not accept shipments of corn for 
transfer or handling through the Kensington 
elevators, and other grain will only be ac- 
cepted subject to delay. 

Hogs receipts last week at the principal 
western packing centers were 475,000, against 
488,000 the previous week and 478,000 the cor- 
responding week a year ago. 

“ We simply cannot afford to sell our flour 
to compete in foreign markets,” said W. G. 
Crocker, manager of the foreign department 
of Washburn-Cfosby. “The car shortage 
has perhaps more to do with the advance 
than anything else.”

‘Prices Irregular, with No Demonstra- 


tion of Strength outside of Pool 
Operatione—~Great Northern Ore 
rtifcates Regarded Favorably by 
Inside Interests—Market for Local 
Bank Shares Dall, with Little In- 
quiry-—-Diamond Match Now 119. 


Easier money conditions have done noth- 
Ing for the stock market. Prices have been 
irregular, and beyond pool operations there 
has been no demonstration of strength. It 
is increasingly evident that the losses which 
the so-called western crowd suffered in 
the Hill stocks and St. Paul have had much 
to do with the change in the market. This 
also shows what a small affair, relatively, 
the market Is, ö 

The money situation appears to point to 
further ease. But it may be doubted whether 
rates will become low. At the moment there 
is a disposition to believe that during the 
year charges will not average so gh for 
money as they did in 1906. However, fore- 
casts of interest rates usually prove disap- 
pointing. | 

It may be recalled that a few years 
all the leading bankers and 3 of the 
country gave written opinions to a New York 
insurance company as to the outlook for 
money in the United States. Nearly all pre- 
dicted that the era of 4 per cent money had 
arrived in this country. These predictions 
were made after several years of great pros- 
perity and when money was ruling between 
3 and 4 per cent. The bankers and financiers 
felt sure that the United States had reached 
a point in its financial career when it might be 
likened in some respects to England. But 
the wise men were all wrong, as fifteen 
months of 5, 6, and 7 per cent money have 
demonstrated, 


Great Northern Ore Certificates. 
There igs one feature in the stock market 


‘that may be noted. It is the position of 


Great Northern ore certificates. The a gree- 
ment between the Great Northern and the 
United States Steel corporation provides for 
a minimum amount of ore to be mined an- 
nually. It has occurred to some observers 
that no restraint is placed upon the United 
States Steel corporation in the matter of the 
excess over the minimum which it may mine. 
In the event of the principal interests in 
United States Steel deciding not only to 
mine the minimum amount but to exceed it, 
the ore certificates would look attractive. 
There is nothing to prevent the steel cor- 
poration from mining enough to net 6 per 
cent on these certificates. The fact that they 
have held around 80 may be taken to indicate 
they are favorably regarded by inside in- 


terests. 
Bank Statement. 

The bank statement on Saturday showed a 
large gain in deposits and in consequence 
a decrease in the surplus reserve, although 
there was a gain in cash of $3,246,400. The 
only unfavorable feature of the figures was 
an expansion in loans amounting to $22,- 
028,100.

The colder weather the last week stimu- 
lated business in many lines of the distribut- 
ing trade, although it checked the freight 
movement to some extent. There was a 
large distribution of heavy winter clothing 
during the week and stocks were reduced to 
a healthy basis, the previous mild weather 
having kept the sales down. The volume of 
orders received for goods for spring delivery 
was large and there was an encouragingly 
large number of outside buyers in the city. 
In many instances jobbing houses reported a 
larger volume of orders for spring goods than 
has ever before been the case. A significant 
feature of the general business situation was 
the comparatively small number of failures 
during the week, the total being lese than a 
year ago. 

In the fron and steel trade there was no 
material change in prices during the week, 
but the market showed a remarkable bust- 
ness. Some reports indicated a slight lessen- 
ing in the demand for pig iron, but it was 
generally regarded as temporary. Prac- 
tically alld of the mille have orders booked 
ahead, which will keep them busy through- 
out the year. Enough contracts have been 
secured for steel cars to keep the concerns 
making them engaged well into 1908. It is 
expected also that there will be great activity 
in the manufacture of steel rails the coming 
season, many mills which were engaged in 
the turning out of other product last year be- 
ing now ebliged to turn their attemtion to 
rails. Many roads will soom be in the market 
again. Copper has ruled strong, no diminu- 
tion being noted in the demand. 

Car Shortage Less Acute. 

Coal dealers report, that the car supply in 
almost every section is easier than it has 
been for weeks. hipments from the West 
Virginia fields have been handicapped to 
some extent by the high waters on the Ohio.
